He has been 
principal of St. Andrews stoce 1921, 
and prior to that was professor o!

Rises as America's Discovered 



Madison, Wis. r- "Columbus came 
late." is the firm belief of Prof. Em- 
eritus Rasmus B. Anderson of the 
Scanditiavian department, and chair- 
man of the Leif Erikson Memorial 
society. Leif Erikson day, the St. Pat- 
rick's day of the Norsemen, comes on 
Oct. 9, and||wf|^&Dderson plans to 
see that it is fittingly observed by all 
Norwegian-Americans in the univer- 
sity and in Madison. 

Columbus, to Prof. Anderson is, but 
the great xe-discqverer of America, 
and TOO, Columbus had complete 

knowieago of the voyage of his pre- 
decessor to these shores, Prof. Ander- 
son contends. 

Colnmbiu Too Late 

Erikson discovered America In 
1000. lîie tardy discovery of Colum- 
bus came many years later, yet too 
many, accordhig to this Scatxdina- 
vlan professor,, are prone to thtak of 
the Genoese explorer as the dis- 
coverer of our land. 

"Erik and Red, father of Leif Erik- 
son, migrated from Norway to Iceland 
about the mlddle^.pf the tenth cen- 
tury. While living there he decided to 
make a voyage'to the west and find 
out Just what kind of land~ that 
Gunnbjorn, another navigator, claim- 
ed to have seen to the west, and af- 
ter «évéral days sâJllng, Erik the 
Red laiided in Greenland^' is the 
brief genealogy of Leif with' 'whlcta 
Prof. Andersor^ prefaced his stoiy of 
the dlsisovery. 

Fonnded Colony 
, Erik the Red founded a colony 
here. In 909 the oldest of his sons, 
Leif Erlksdn, (son of Erik,) made a 
trip to Norway, and while there •was 
persuaded to accept Christianity by 
King Olaf, and started back to Nor- 
way, bent oh" the. mission of Chris- 
tianizing the'.inhabltants. 

Coming back to . Greenland, Leif 
decided 'ta|jM^^;,^;the land that had 
been reporteStseen' In 988: that, is, 
Newfoundland. He landed there and 
named the niaoe Helluland, because 
of the abundance of . rocks. This was 
in lODC A..D 

Describes Trip 

Leif then" saileid, accordtag to the 
best accounts available, "out of the 
bay, into a river, out. of ttK' river in- 
to a lake, out of the Inkt into an- 
other :riy^^ ^^^^^^ ^^^^^- 

Leif eventually came into the Charles 
river, near Boston, presumably near 
Gerry's' Landing, 'which he called 
Virilândy ' ' ' ' . ., .' 

Now the information alMut this 
new found country was undeniably 
known in Iceland in 1000, and several 
more expeditions to Vlnland , were 
made, continuing from this thne up 
to the middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury, • whert" the . Creei 
wiped out by the 'Blà^k' plague. 
Erlk«oii's Proofs * 

"That the Norsemen made no am- 
bitious claims to having discovered »' 
new continent, is the regret of Prof. 
Anderson, Jand one of the reasons hie 
attributes to the fact that Leif as a 
discoverer is practically unknown. 
Few know, that Columbus had Infor- 
mation relative, to the Erlkison dis- 
coveries, but to prove his contention, 
Prof. Anderson gives >three well-es- 
tai^llahed, facts, r

to geography and ' navigation, doubt- 
lessly he had' full knowledge of the 
book written by Adam of Bremen,

The Icelanders were a, highly cul- 
tured peoi;rtej,'ln,'4l4^, and there can 
be no doubV'wSaÏBver 'that Columbus, 
through Intercouse and conversation 
with the learned men th«t he met 
there, received complete information 
in regard to the. Norse voyages to 
Vlnland. Of this there can riot be the 
shadow o fà d'oiibt. 

The fact that Leif Erikson came to 
North America long before Columbus 
is uncontestable. However, the fact 
that Columbus knew of Leif's f hid- 
ings before uridertakhig his moment- 
ous trip Is knowledge' often disputed
